PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

The  population  living  within  the  area  has  decreased  by  one  hundred 
and  seventy  three  since  the  1951  Census.  The  number  of  live  births  was 
seven,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  11.34  per  thousand  as  compared  to 
the  national  rate  of  17.4.  There  was  no  stillbirth  or  maternal  death. 

There  was  one  infant  death  and  this  was  unavoidable!  expressed  as  a rate 
per  thousand  of  live  births,  this  gives  a very  high  infant  mortality  rate 
but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  birth  rate  is  very  low. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty,  two  more  than  last  year. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  is  14.39  per  thousand  and  compares  favourably  with 
12,0  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales  bearing  in  mind  the  high  population 
of  elderly  persons  living  in  the  area.  The  main  cause  of  death  is  disease 
of  the  heart  and  arteries  of  the  brain. 

One  case  of  acute  infectious  disease  was  notified,  namely  measles. 
There  were  two  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  and  one  person  died  from  this 
disease. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  drawn  attention  to  possible  inadequacy 
of  the  sewerage  system  during  the  holiday  season.  Adequate  sewerage 
disposal  is  a difficult  and  expensive  public  service  in  a rural  area| 


. 
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despite  this,  the  Council  are  endeavouring  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and 
special  surveys  are  to  be  carried  out  in  1962.

. I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  work  done 
during  the  year  1961* 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  South  Cardiganshire  Water  Board.  The  supply  of  water  was 
plentiful  throughout  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  chemical  samples  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

The  whole  of  the  district  comprising  of  approximately  468  dwelling 
houses  and  a population  of  920  is  supplied  from  the  mains. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  trouble  was  experienced  in  one  length  of  sewer  in 
George  Street.  Approximately  20  feet  of  sewer  and  one  M.H.  had  subsided 
due  to  a faulty  culvert  which  ran  under  the  sewer.  The  County  Council  as 
the  Highway  authority  are  responsible  for  the  culvert  and  at  the  tine  of 
writing  the  repair  of  the  culvert  was  in  hand.  Temporary  repairs  have  been 
done  to  the  sewer  and  permanent  repairs  will  be  carried  out  immediately  the 
culvert  has  been  re-piped. 

The  rest  of  the  sewers  have  been  trouble  free  throughout  the  year. 

The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling  tank  on  the  Dolau  Beach.  The 
effluent  from  this  is  discharged  into  the  sea  approximately  nine  feet  below 
ordinary  low  water  mark. 

The  sedimentation  tank  has  been  designed  for  a population  of  just 
over  1,000,  consequently  in  the  summer  months  i-jhen  the  population  is  trebled 
or  more,  the  sedimentation  is  inadequate.  All  the  houses  are  within  reach 
of  the  sewer  except  for  about  30. 

Due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  sedimentation  the  Council  engaged  the 
services  of  Messrs.  <L.  H.  S.  Waters  & Parners  of  Birmingham  a firm  of 
Consulting  Engineers,  to  advise  on  the  condition  of  the  existing  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

The  recommendation  of  the  engineers  was  that  in  the  first  instance 
the  carrying  out  of  a hydrographical  survey  by  means  of  float  tests  over  a 
variety  of  tidal  conditions  be  carried  out.  This  would  firstly  determine 
the  best  possible  point  of  discharge  which  would  result  in  the  minimum 
pollution  of  the  foreshore  and  secondly  the  stages  of  the  tidal  cycle,  if 
any,  when  it  would  be  advisable  to  prohibit  discharge. 


■' 
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The  results  of  the  hydrographical  survey  would  of  course  determine 
what  if  any  improvements  were  necessary.  On  the  assumption  however  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  carry  out  all  the  recommendations  of  the  engineers 

i.e« 


1.  L new  outfall  sewer,  or  the  repair  and  extension  of  the 
existing  outfall  sewer. 

2.  The  provision  of  a Oomminutor. 

3.  The  provision  of  50,000  gallon  tank.  a rough  estimate  of  the 
expenditure  would  be  £40,000. 

The  Council  after  much  deliberation  and  having  been  informed  that 
float  tosts  had  been  carried  out  before  the  existing  sewer  outfall  had 
been  constructed, 

Resolved  that j - 

1.  The  existing  sewer  outfall  be  repaired  to  the  original  position. 

2.  That  a chemical  survey  of  the  sea  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
sewer  outfall  be  carried  out.  This  survey  is  to  be  carried  out 
in  July  of  1962  when  pollution  can  be  expected  to  be  at  its 
worst.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  employees  and  this 
service  covers  the  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  District.  Collection 
is  carried  out  weekly  during  the  winter  months  and  twice  weekly  during  the 
summer  season. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  that  a new  vehicle  would 
be  used  for  this  work.  The  Council  having  placed  an  order  for  a Dual  Tip 
Banton  Carrier  but  unfortunately  due  to  an  industrial  stike  in  the  motor 
car  industry,  there  has  been  a delay  in  the  delivery.  It  is  now  hoped  to 

be  in  possession  of  the  lorry  by  the  end  of  March,  1962 

This  vehicle  is  of  a modern  design,  being  entirely  enclosed  except 

for  the  rear,  where  the  actual  loading  of  the  vehicle  takes  place. 
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The  refuse  when  collected  is  tipped  at  a disused  quarry 
approximately  two  miles  outside  New  Quay  and  at  the  present  rate  of 
tipping  it  is  estimated  that  the  quarry  will  he  full  in  six  months  time. 

The  tipping  is  controlled  and  the  whole  quarry  has  been  adequately 
fenced  to  prevent  trespass  and  animals  straying  on  the  tip. 

Householders  use  a various  assortment  of  receptacles  for  the 
storage  of  refuse  and  it  is  my  desire  to  see  c^ery  house  provided  with  a 
standard  dustbin  with  a close  fitting  lid.
